RESUMED THE OFFENSIVE 


General Drude Goes A fter Moors W ith 
Decisive Energy . 
Casab lanca, Sep t. 23.—N egotiations 
for the cessation of hostilities having 
failed, General Drude 8 unday resum ed 
the offensive and b urned the Moorish 
camp s at Jidi Brahim, south of Casa- 
b lam a and disp ersed the trib esm en, 
who 
offered 
b ut 
little 
resistance. 
These op erations were chiefly notab le 
for a b rilliant forced m arch of the 
French troop s, who covered forty kilo­ 
m eters Inside of twelve hours. 
The exp edition, consisting of 2,000 
Infantry with a detachm ent of cavalry , 
artillery and native auxiliaries, left 
camp b efore dawn and formed into two 
hollow squares, one b ehind the other. 
In this form ation the» * m arched some 
distance under the cover of darkness 
and unob served b y the trib esm en. 
A 
heavy m orning sea fog came up at 
da% light and forced a half-hour’s halt 
during which shots fired b y the ad 
vance guard gave the alarm to the 
enemy . 
The trib esm en cam e up in 
large num b ers, b ut a vigorous attack 
b y the first square 
soon disp ersed 
them. 
No further stand was made b y 
the enemy during the m arch, although 
scattered group s of horsem en harassed 
the French flanks. 
A fter the destruction of the cam p s 
had b een effected the trib esm en re­ 
turned to the attack, a troop of cav­ 
alry rep elling a sp irited charge b y 
the Moorish horsem en.

then ab andoned their defensive form ­ 
ation and the column 
returned to

T heir losses were one killed 
and ten wounded.

She is a niece of Judge 
Frank Pay and also of Janies Williams 
of Frenchb urg. Ky. 
She has a cousin 
named Gertrude King, who lived at 
Maysvtlle at the time of Goeb el’s mur­ 
der. Miss King was at that time keep­ 
ing company wdth John Sanford of 
Covington, Ky. 
He is a son of the 
late Attorney Sanford, who was killed 
b y William Goeb el during a political 
fight In Covington, Ky., some year3 
ago. 
Upon the day of Goeb el’s murder 
the two girls went to Frankfort, Ky. 
They started to enter the statehoaso 
b y the rear entrance, and when on 
the steps a shot was fired. 
At the 
same time they noticed a man stand­ 
ing just inside the door whom they 
recognized as Sanford. 
In a minute 
a second man came running out of 
the b uilding dressed like a m ountain­ 
eer and carrying a rifle.

Sanford and said:

affiant as her friend Turner Igo of 
Farm ers, Rowan county, Ky.

men ran out of the b uilding to a fence, 
where Sanford gave a pair of shoes 
which he was carrying to Igo, "who 
exchanged his b oots for them.

The affiant states that Igo told her 
at the Mt. Sterling depot on Jan. 25, 
1 90 0, that he was going to kill Goeb el 
and that she saw him afterward at 
Jeffersonville, Ind.. and he reminded 
her that he had fulfilled his promise.
